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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: GroupLab teaches a system in which a document 
is viewed using detailed and radar views (analogous to thumbnail) of a document. A fisheye text viewer gives the user a sense of the 
document's global structure The user views the detail by clicking on a line of text. To view the local detail of the document, the user can 
select the focal point in the fisheye view. A document model represents the components of a document which is represented by 
Grouplab's radar view. Martin reference is used to illustrate that it was well-known in the art at the time of the invention to represent a 
structured document with a thumbnail image. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
combine Grouplab's fisheye view (giving document's global structure) of a document with forming a thumbnail image of a structured 
document as taught by Martin since it was common at the time of the invention to represent information related to structure in a reduced 
image. 
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
